Part of Paper No. 6 
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1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-19, drawn to compounds, composition and method of use, when the 
compounds are non heterocyclic, classified in class 565 and 514, subclass 52 
and 598 respectively. 

II. Claims 1 - 1 1 , 1 3 , and 1 5- 1 9, drawn to compounds, composition and method of use 
when the compounds are heterocyclic, and A is pyridine, classified in class 546 
and 514, subclass 306 and 353 respectively. 

III. Claims 1 - 1 1 , 1 3 , and 1 5- 1 9, drawn to drawn to compounds, composition and 
method of use when the compounds are heterocyclic and A is thiophene, classified 
in class 549 and 514, subclass 69 and 447 respectively. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
The three inventions above are structurally different, depending on the compounds 

whether they are heterocyclic or non heterocyclic, and among heterocyclic, whether, A is 
pyridine or thiophene, and also they are classified differently under US classification system. A 
reference anticipating one of the above may not render the others obvious under 35 USC 103. 
Hence the restriction requirement is deemed proper. 

3. Additionally, applicants need to elect a single disclosed species for examination 
purposes, for either of the group elected. 

4. In view of the complexity of the restriction requirement, a written restriction is being 
mailed. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143). 

5 . Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one L more of the currently 
named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the application. Any 
amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a petition under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the 
fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(1).
